in an upcoming court battle. 
Brown, a Democrat, told the newly 
elected governor in a letter Wednesday 
he would meet at Rhodes’ “earliest 
convenience” in connection with GOP 
challenges of six bills m ajority 
Democrats sped through last week 
before Rhodes was inaugurated. 


John M. McElroy, Rhodes’ chief 
aide, said his boss asked Brown not 
only to appoint special counsel, but 
also to let the governor make the 
nomination — in effect, to pick his own 
lawyer. 


The attorney general normally acts 
as counsel in matters of litigation 
involving other state officials. 


However, Brown has been acting on 
behalf of Dem ocratic legislative 
leaders seeking to defend the validity 
of the controversial bills. Rhodes told 
Brown in his request that the two of 
them have interests in the case which 
are “adverse.” 
Rhodes said he also had been for­ 
mally notified he is a defendant in the 
declaratory judgment action filed 
Monday in Franklin County Common 
Pleas Court by Senate Minority Leader

WASHINGTON (AP) - Letter 
carriers are threatening a nationwide 
strike in March if the U.S. Postal 
Service implements a new delivery 
system designed to increase efficiency 
but which union leaders say will 
eliminate 15,000 jobs. 


The National Association of I^etter 
Carriers has sent letters to all locals 
urging its nearly 200,000 members to 
prepare for “the possibility of a 
national job action as a result of imple­ 
m entation of computerized route 
adjustments contrary to the best in­ 
terest and welfare of our mem­ 
bership.” 


The union says the new system 
would turn its men into “robots” and 
slow the mail by overburdening mail 
carriers 
Postal officials charge the union is 
formulating “a nationally organized 
plan to soften the public and the press 
for a possible illegal strike against the 
government.” 
A strike, if it comes, would be the 
first against the postal system since 
the historic walkout of March 1970 
when federal troops were called in to 
help deliver the mails. The walkout 
helped lead to the reorganization of the 
Post Office Department as an in­ 
dependent semigovemment agency. 
Strikes are prohibited against the 
government, but President James H. 
Rademacher of the letter carriers 
says, “We are willing to risk the con­ 
sequences.” 
“I’m hoping they (Postal Service 
officials) will back off and listen to 
reason,” Rademacher said in an in­ 
terview. “But I’ve got a mandate and 
no choice but to strike.” 
latter carriers at their Seattle 
convention last August voted over­ 
whelmingly to strike the Postal Ser­ 
vice if new work standards now being 
tested at Kokomo, Ind., are put into ef­ 
fect. 
Postal officials say the Kokomo 
plan, officially known as the latter 
Carrier Route Evaluation System, was 
developed to m easure individual 
carriers’ performance so that more ef­ 
ficient routes can be established.

Training Area 
At Saigon 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) — 
Viet Cong gunners shelled South 
Vietnam’s biggest military training 
center in suburban Saigon, killing four 
persons and wounding more than 40. 
The attack came just before mid­ 
night Wednesday. 
Associated Press photographer 
Dang Van Phuoc reported from the 
Quang Trung training center six miles 
northwest of Saigon that two trainees 
were killed when five shells landed on 
the center, which contained between 
7,000 and 8,000 trainees at the time. 
Three other 100-pound rockets 
landed in villages around the camp, 
killing an old man and a child and 
damaging at least six homes, Phuoc 
said. 
The wounded included 34 military 
trainees and IO villagers. 
The Indonesian delegation to the 
international peacekeeping com­ 
mission appealed to the Saigon 
government and the Viet Cong today to 
reduce hostilities, resume negotiations 
for a peaceful settlement and seriously 
implement the two-year-old cease-fire 
agreement. 
The International Commission of 
Control and Supervision, whose other 
m em bers are Iran, Poland and 
Hungary, has been ineffective because 
of ideological splits between its 
members and because talks between 
the two warring sides have been 
suspended since June.

Bill Clears Hurdle 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Jobless 
Ohioans who have exhausted their 
regular 26 weeks of unemployment 
benefits could get 26 more under an 
emergency bill now past its first 
hurdle in the General Assembly. 
The Senate Commerce and labor 
Committee recommended passage 7-0 
Wednesday of the bill which, if enacted 
by Jan. 26, will provide an initial ex­ 
tension of 13 weeks. 
Beman Pound, director of the 
U nem ploym ent 
C om pensation 
Division, said that extension would 
trigger an additional 13 weeks of 
emergency benefits paid for fully with 
federal funds for those who continue 
unemployed, giving them a year’s 
benefits in all. 
Committee Chairman Donald L. 
Woodland, D-16 Columbus, said the 
measure has bipartisan support, and 
that he expects the Senate to pass it 
and send it to the House no later than 
next Tuesday. 
Both chambers held routine floor 
sessions Wednesday. The Senate 
adjourned until 7:30 p.m. Monday, 
while the House will quit for the 
weekend today after a brief skeleton 
session. It returns at ll a.m., Tuesday. 
In other developments, Chairman 
Myrl Shoemaker, D-69 Bonnieville, of 


the House Finance Committee said 
hearings will begin Tuesday on an 
emergency bill to appropriate a highly 
publicized, $91.3 million state budget 
surplus for Ohio’s strike and money- 
troubled school districts. 


Senate Finance Chairman Harry 
Meshel, 
D-33 Youngstown, 
said 
simultaneous hearings on an identical 
measure will get under way in the 
upper chamber. 


Majority Democrats said they hope, 
with the cooperation of GOP Gov. 
James A. Rhodes, to give all school 
district a $40-per-pupil shot in the ann 
in March -at least three months ahead 
of the 1975-1977 budget bill. The state’s 
fiscal biennium ends June 30. 
As part of his campaign platform, 
Rhodes pledged to work with the 
legislature in earmarking the surplus 
funds for elementary and secondary 
education. 
The unemployment compensation 
bill apparently will become the first 
enactment of the Democrat-controlled 
legislature to win support of the other 
party. 
Actually, the jobless pay extender was 
part of one of six bills signed by 
Democratic former Gov. John J. 
Gilligan before he left office Monday. 


However, it is under court attack 
along with the other measures which 
Republicans contend were “steam 
rolled” through the legislature in 
violation of constitutional procedures. 


Woodland said the pending bill would 
prevail, regardless of the fate of the 
earlier legislation. 


Republicans opposed the earlier 
measure because it was tied to a 
Dem ocratic proposal to qualify 
workers idled by strikes elsewhere 
“and through no fault of their own” for 
unemployment benefits. 
GOP opponents said language in the 
proposal would amount to subsidizing 
“ wildcat strikes” in the same plant. 
Strikes by key employes on an 
assembly line, as an example, they 
said, could qualify others on the 
assembly line who would be idled 
through “no fault of their own.” 
New bills received in the two 
chambers Wednesday would repeal

Schools Study Gas Cut Back

City Schools Superintendent Fritz 
Jacobs announced late Wednesday 
that the schools were notified of a 
serious gas cut back. The board of 
education convened in a special 
meeting Wednesday to discuss the 
problems of the curtailment and the 
alternatives of closing the school 
system during the winter months. 
The letter from Columbia Gas of 
Ohio reached the superintendent’s 
office earlier this week and advised 
that the gas allocations for February 
and March would be cut by 40 per cent. 
Monthly gas allocations were made 
this year from November, 1974 through 
March, 1975 and were based on the use 
over the past three years. 
With the new curtailment of gas 
allocations over the next two months, 
the gas company urged the school 
districts to conserve gas and offered 
installation of alternate means of 
heating. 
Jacobs 
said 
that 
the 


suggestion of alternate methods of 
heating was of course impossible for 
the city schools. 
He went on to say that the system 
had cutback on a voluntary basis last 
year and because of that practice the 
additional conservation now would not 
be as difficult to handle as if the 
schools had been operating at the 
temperatures of previous years. He 
was 
optim istic 
that 
with 
the 
reasonable conservation which he and 
the board had devised the system 
could get through the winter months 
without closing. 
The gas company’s letter could be 
misleading to a degree stated Jacobs. 
He explained that the cutback for 
February and March really meant the 
billing which would be received during 
those months. The February allocation 
actually runs from the first week of 
January through the first week of 
February and the March billing from 
the first part of February through the 
first part of March. 
Questions, Answers 
On Energy Given 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford’s energy program is a big, 
confusing package featuring plans to 
sock the public for WO billion in higher 
energy costs, then give the money 
back. 
Here, in questions and answers, is an 
explanation of the energy 
policy 
proposed Wednesday in Ford’s first 
State of the Union address: Q. You’ve 
lost me already. I thought high energy 
prices were part of the problem. Why 
does the President want to raise them 
even higher? A. He thinks that if 
energy costs more you will use less and 
save fuel. And he figures future energy 
supplies will be costly to produce, so it 
will take higher prices to pay for them. 
Q. What will this program cost me? 
A. Zarb says the program would add 
about $250 to the average family’s fuel 
bill, a 26 per cent increase. The ad­ 
ministration estimates its proposals 
would raise the cost of petroleum 
products around IO cents a gallon. 
Q. What about natural gas? 
A. The gas industry estimated the 
average residential price last year at 
about $1.17 per thousand cubic feet. 
FOrd is proposing to add a new federal 
tax of 37 cents per thousand cubic feet. 
Besides, he wants Congress to end 
federal regulation of interstate gas 
prices, allowing the prices to rise 
sharply. 
Q. I thought Ford didn’t want price 
controls. How would he raise the cost 
of oil? A. He says he will start by 
imposing new fees on oil imports, in 
one-dollar steps in February, March 
and April. By that time he will be 


charging an additional $3 per barrel on 
imported crude oil. He will also put a 
fee of $1.20 per barrel on imported 
petroleum products. 
But he wants Congress to replace 
those measures with a uniform new 
excise tax of $2 per barrel on all crude 
oil and imported products. 
Q. So the oil companies pick up a 
bundle in higher prices for doing 
nothing, right? A. Not the way Ford 
sees it. He also wants Congress to pass 
a windfall profits tax that would scoop 
up around 88 per cent of the com­ 
panies’ increased profits. 
Q. Import fees, excise taxes, wind­ 
fall taxes — that sounds like a lot of 
revenue. 
A. It is. About $30 billion a year by 
administration estimates, and you, the 
public, will wind up paying for it. But 
remember, Ford wants to give it back 
to you. 
Q. If he gives back the extra energy 
money, will people really use less 
energy? A. The administration thinks 
so. Besides, you may not get back all of 
your own new energy payments dollar 
for dollar. 
Q. Why not? Where is it going? A. 
About $16.5 billion would be returned in 
the form of a reduction in individual 
taxes. Roughly $2 billion more would 
be channeled into special payments to 
poor people. 
Of the remaining $11 billion or so, $6 
billion would be returned to cor­ 
porations, $2 billion would go to state 
and local governments, and the federal 
government would keep $3 billion to 
offset its own increased energy costs. 


Since the city schools have been 
operating on a modified conservation 
program, Jacobs said they had a little 
backlog of fuel because they had used 
less than the original allocation. 
He said he would have to have much 
more information before making a 
concrete statement that the schools 
would stay open all winter. Several 
areas of im m ediate action are 
presently being taken to conserve as 
much energy as realistically possible. 
One of the most important measures 
authorized by the board and the 
superintendent is the shut down of the 
heating equipment. Jacobs said the 
boilers would be put on night run 
shortly before dismissal of school each 
day. Night activities will not consume 
any more energy because Jacobs said 
the buildings would run on night 
temperatures even though activities 
are scheduled. 
Although this sounds drastic at first, 
he said the gymnasiums would hold 
heat to start with and then the number 
of people would hold the temperature 
higher by body heat alone.

They thus became the third and 
fourth chairmen to suffer in a growing 
assault on the venerable seniority 
system in the House. 
The Democratic Steering Committee 
earlier had recommended stripping 
chairmanships from Rep. Wright Pat- 
man, D-Tex., and Wayne Hays, D- 
Ohio. The caucus has yet to vote on 
these recommendations. 
Poage had been recommended for 
re-appointment as the chairman by the 
Steering Committee. Under caucus 
rules the committee now has five days 
in which to nominate another can­ 
didate for the Agriculture chair­ 
manship. Others can be nominated in 
opposition. 
The steering committee voted 
Wednesday to replace Patman, an 81- 
year-old Texas Democrat, as chair­ 
man of the House Banking Committee 
with Rep. Henry S. Reuss, D-Wis. The 
panel also nominated Rep. Frank 
Thompson Jr., D-N.J., to replace 
Hays, an Ohio Democrat, as chairman 
of the House Administration Com­ 
mittee. 
By only two votes, the leadership- 
dominated steering panel renominated 
Rep. W.R. 
Poague, 
D-Tex., as 
chairman of the Agriculture Com­ 
mittee and Rep. F. Edward Hebert, D- 
La., as chairman of the Armed Ser­ 
vices Committee. 


Some members predicted that 
Poague and Hebert would lose when 
the more liberal caucus of all House 
Democrats 
took 
up 
their 
renominations. 
Rep. Bob Eckhardt, D-Tex., said 
Patman’s defeat would hurt Hebert’s 
chances. 
“ It would be an absolute travesty if 
Patman were ditched and Hebert were 
not,” asserted Eckhardt, saying he 
was referring to the manner in which 
the two chairmen treated their com­ 
mittee members. 
“Hebert treats some of his like dirt,” 
Eckhardt said, specifically mentioning 
an instance where Herbert publicly 
made sexually oriented remarks to 
committee member Rep. 
Patricia 
Schroeder, D-Colo. 


“The walls are tumbling,’’ said Rep. 
Gladys Spellman, D-Md., a leader of 
the move by freshmen members to 
challenge the seniority system and 
make chairmen who were accountable 
to the full Democratic membership. 
A veteran member of the steering 
panel predicted a “ripple effect.” 
“ If you shoot down barons, you 
might as well shoot them all down,” he 
said. 


Commenting on the steering com­ 
mittee’s votes against Patman and 
Hays, Rep. John Brademas of Indiana, 
a member of the panel, said: “What 
happened is a perfectly under­ 
standable result of the election results 
last November and of the Democratic 
reforms last month.” 


Brademas, Speaker Carl Albert, and 
Majority leader Thomas P. O’Neill 
denied that the leadership had 
engineered the upsets of Patman and 
Hays.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Taxpayers 
at low-and middle-income levels would 
get a better tax break from President 
Ford’s proposed tax reductions than 
high-income taxpayers. 
Ford has urged lower tax rates, 
beginning with taxes being withheld 
this year, in order to offset a new round 
of proposed energy price increases. 
Tile lower rates are in addition to the 
one-shot 12 per cent tax cut proposed 
for taxes on 1974 income. 
Families of four with 
incomes 
somewhere between $12,500 and 
$15,000 would break even under Ford’s 
plans, getting a tax cut about equal to 
the increase in their energy costs, 
according to government estimates. 
Energy costs for a family of four are 
expected to increase about $250 due to 
higher energy taxes, according to 
Federal Energy Administrator Frank 
Zarb. The $250 also represents the 
approximate tax savings to the typical 
family of four with an income of be­ 
tween $12,500 and $15,000. 
Tile income group that would benefit 
the most from the tax reductions is in 
the $10,000 category, where a family of 
four would enjoy tax savings of $349, or 
$99 more than the average new energy 
Power Firms 
Win Boost 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Tem­ 
porary and emergency rate increases 
were granted Wednesday by the Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio for 
Dayton Power & light Co. and Toledo 
Edison Co. 
Dayton Power will be permitted to 
add a 13.5 per cent surtax on existing 
electric rates for anticipated revenues 
of $24.6 million. Toledo Edison will 
enact an 8.6 per cent rate increase for 
12 per cent of its customers. The rest of 
its customers within 49 municipalities 
already have increased the rate. 
Dayton Power, which asked for the 
emergency request Sept. 3, 1974, said 
that without additional revenues, the 
utility would not be able to meet future 
needs of its customers. The utility 
claimed to be “financially imperiled” 
if the emergency hike weren’t ap­ 
proved. 
Toledo Edison contended that unless 
the relief was granted, the financial 
position of the utility would be im­ 
paired and the utility would not meet 
its financial obligations. 
“To protect the quality of service to 
be rendered to its customers in the 
future,” the commission decided to 
grant the increase requested Sept. 6, 
1974. 
Both utilities must return for full 
hearings on permanent rate hikes 
requested. 


costs. The tax for this family would 
decline from $867 at present to $518. 
At the $12,500 income level, the tax 
savings would be $300, and at $40,000, it 
would be $130, meaning taxpayers in 
the higher bracket would receive $120 
less than the average increase in 
energy prices. 
Everybody at the low end of the 
income scale would at least get $80. 
Zarb said this would more than cover 
higher energy costs at low income 
levels, which he estimated at $44 a 
family. 
If a person has insufficient taxable 
income to pay any taxes, he or she 
would receive an $80 check from the 
government to cover higher energy 
costs, a kind of negative income tax. 
TTiis payment would go to every 
adult 18 years and over who earns too 
little income to pay any taxes and who 
is not eligible to be included as an ex­ 
emption on someone else’s tax return. 
A total of $2 billion would be 
distributed in this fashion to about 25 
million adult Americans, Treasury 
Department officials said. 
The tax program announced by Ford 
in his State of the Union address 
altogether would return $28.5 billion to 
individual taxpayers in 1975, counting 
a 12 per cent tax rebate for 1974, to­ 
talling $12 billion, and a $16.5 billion 
cut in income taxes for 1975. 
The rebate for 1974 would be paid in 
two installments, one in May and one 
in September, while the tax cut 
program is designed to be permanent 
and would be effective on Jan. I of this 
year. 
A major part of the President’s tax 
cut plan for 1975 includes a doubling of 
the so-called income allowance to 
$2,600 that would remove an estimated 
five million more taxpayers from the 
tax rolls. 
Under Ford’s plan, a family of four 
with income of $5,600 or below would 
not pay any income tax. The current 
tax on $5,600 income is $185. 
In contrast to the tax rate reductions 
for 1975 and beyond, which would give 
proportionally greater benefits to low- 
and middle-income earners, the tax 
rebate for 1974 would benefit all in­ 
come levels.

conservation, Jacobs said he was 
advising the staff and students to wear 
warmer clothing. He said the tem­ 
peratures would be cut back but only to 
the point where the students and staff 
would be comfortable with the 
reasonable amount of additional 
clothing. Body heat in the classroom 
will also affect the temperature. 
He said the whole district would be 
affected at the same rate of reduction. 
The next step then is to re-evaluate the 
system of conservation after the next 
m eter reading, according to the 
superintendent. 
Although the problem is serious 
enough now, Jacobs said, if the same 
rate of reduction is applied next year 
by the gas company, it will be im­ 
possible for the schools to remain open 
throughout the winter months. 
The problem must be serious or the 
gas company would not have included 
the schools in the cutback according to 
Jacobs. 
The district is ready to implement 
allreasonable reductions on a trial and 
error basis. Jacobs said he would try 
new methods of conservation and then 
if they proved not enough then he 
would take further reductions but 
would always stay within reason in his 
methods. 
He explained the penalty system for 
overusage. Since all the city schools 
are gas heated, this policy would affect 
the entire system. If for example, the 
junior high school alone used the full 
amount of the original allocation for 
these two months, Jacobs said it would 
cost the district an additional $17,000 
just to heat that one building. He said 
one school alone in the district uses 
over one million cubic feet of fuel in 
one month. 
Overusage is absolutely out of the 
question said the superintendent 
because no institution, could operate 
and pay the price of the overuse of gas. 
He stressed the objective now was to 
keep the schools open and that he still 
believed the closing of schools was 
counter productive because the 
students would use more energy in the 
separate homes than in one place.

NEW YORK — The liberation of 
John Dean, Herbert Katmbach and 
Jeb Stuart Magruder by Judge John 
Sirica on the 62nd birthday of former

one 
of 
Shakespeare’s most treasured flights 
of fancy: 
“The quality of mercy is not 
strain’d, 
It droppeth as the gentle rain from 
heaven 
Upon the place beneath. It is twice 
bless’d: 
It blesseth him that gives and him 
that takes.” 


On the same day Dean, etc., were 
released, Federal Judge Walter E. 
Hoffman, who gave former Vice 
President Spiro Agnew three years’ 
probation and a modest fine for income 
tax evasion rather than a prison term, 
said that if he had to do it all over again 
he would do it all over again. 
“I don’t think it’s proper, just 
because a man is in high political of­ 
fice, to say “I’m going to make a goat 
out of you,’ ” the judge said in answer 
to a reporter’s question. 


The action by Judge Sirica and the 
statement by Judge Hoffman will 
anger a certain percentage of the 
population which has come to believe 
in the wake of Watergate that there is 
one law for the famous and another 
and much harsher law for the faceless 
wrongdoer.

SPRINGFIEID, 111. (AP) —A shaky 
economy and rising unemployment 
are getting the Army more volunteers 
than it needs, military officials say. 


“We’re struggling to stay under 101 
per cent of our goal. We have to 
restrain from exceeding our ob­ 
jective,” says Col. Jack Hougen, head 
of a recruiting office for 12 Midwestern 
states at Fort Sheridan, 111. 


“If a guy can’t find suitable em­ 
ployment on the outside, it becomes 
more attractive in the service,” says 
Col. Perry Stevens, a public in­ 
formation officer at the Pentagon. 


In Detroit, where layoffs in the 
automobile industry have sent the 
unemployment rate climbing, a 
recruiter says volunteers “ want 
security right now. That’s what we’re 
offering them.” 


Under the volunteer Army concept, 
a nationwide recruiting goal is 
established each month to keep the 
size of the Army as close as possible to 
manpower levels authorized by 
Congress. 


“We’ve exceeded the goal every 
month for the past six or seven mon­ 
ths,” says Stevens, an Army public 
information officer at the Pentagon. 


The Pentagon says the Army signed 
up 19,895 men and women in October, 
105.3 per cent of its goal of 18,900. 
September’s objective was 22,800, but 
23,545 volunteered. 
In 1973, the Army reached only 88.7 
per cent of its October objective and 
86.2 per cent of its September goal. 


Crime Increase 
Noted In Cincy 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - Police 
report a 6.6 per cent rise in major 
crime reported in Cincinnati in 1974. 
Twelve-month totals show that all 
indexed crimes, with the exception of 
murder, increased this past year over 
the previous year’s total. 
The category of aggravated assault 
showed the greatest increase with 64.1 
per cent more cases reported. Police 
noted, however, that this year the 
threat of the use of a weapon is an 
element of aggravated assault.

Speaking Of Your Health

I’ve been told that there are different 
classifications that doctors use to 
determine the severity of heart 
disease. My husband has heart 
trouble, but I have never heard his 
classification. 
Mrs. G.K.,Ga. 
Dear Mrs. K.: 
The classification of heart disease is 
a highly technical one. 
The American Heart Association 
divides heart disease into four 
categories. Doctors follow these 
classifications, which are based on the 
capacity of a patient to perform or­ 
dinary activities. 
Class I includes those who can do all 
normal activities without discomfort. 
Class II includes those who have 
shortness of breath and pain in the 
chest with mild activity. These 
patients are only slightly limited in 
function. 
Class III are those patients who are 
comfortable while at rest. They may 
have symptoms of pain and shortness 
of breath with the slightest exertion. 
The activity of these patients is, of 
course, greatly limited. 
Class IV includes those who cannot 
carry on any physical activity without 
pain and shortness of breath. Many of 
these patients have symptoms even 
when they are at rest. 


The classification of heart disease is 
a very broad one. Many classes 
overlap each other. A classification 
may change with treatment, drugs, 
new exercise regimes, and with 
emotional support. 


I’ve often wondered if patients in 
hospitals can be infected with someone 
else’s thermometer. 
Miss W.N., Del. 


Dear Miss N.: 
This has never been a major 
problem. Even before the days of 
disposable thermometers each patient 
had his own. 
Today, most hospitals have elec­ 
tronic thermometers. The tips of these 
are individually used, and im- 
medicately discarded. With this new 
device, exact temperatures can be 
read within a hundredth of a degree, in 
20 to 30 seconds. 


At 
home, 
whenever 
possible, 
disposable thermometers should be 
used. They are not expensive. 
Ordinary thermometers should be 
carefully washed with soap and 
lukewarm water. Remember that the 
receptacle must be thoroughly cleaned 
so that infectious germs will not be 
harbored and transmitted to other 
members of the family.

The 
President’s proposed 12 per cent in­ 
come tax rebate and his determination 
to “turn the country in a new direc­ 
tion” probably will relieve the per­ 
vasive feeling among Americans that 
they are economically adrift. 
Nobody really knows for certain just 
what the characters and needs are of 
so varied a people as Americans, but 
polls show they are upset over what 
they feel is an inability of leaders to 
tug hard on the reins. 
Now that President Ford has 
promised to take a firm hold, they 
have reason to wonder if the horse is to 
be tugged in the right direction by the 
tax on imported crude oil. 
As does any industrial society, 
America runs on energy, and to a 
greater extent than may be evident. 
Farmers use it to bring crops to 
market. Retailers use it to light, heat 
and advertise their stores. Trace any 
other product to its source and you find 
the same pattern. 
What the tax might do is provide a 
supportive argument for utilities and 
others already disposed to use more 
domestic coal at the expense of clean 
air and tidy landscapes. It could be a 
spur to and excuse for the changeover. 
While the increased costs to industry 
would be ameliorated by raising the 
investment tax credit to 12 per cent 
from 7 per cent, a question remains 
about the possible impact on particu­ 
lar industries. 
Utilities, for instance, already are 
suffering sharply higher costs and a 
reluctance on the part of consumers to 
approve more rate increases. It 
remains to be seen if and how they will 
be helped or hurt by the proposals. 
The 
automotive 
industry 
is 
depressed, and it could become even 
more depressed by higher prices for 
gasoline. Americans awakened sud­ 
denly this past year to realization of 
the high cost of running a car. They 
might be further discouraged. 
The total impact really cannot be 
measured yet. To the extent that 
higher energy prices discourage 
frivolous use of energy there’ll 
probably be a gain. But most energy 
usage is considered essential and 
probably can’t be cut much. 
If the program spurs development of 
domestic supplies it also will be a plus. 
But a disquieting factor is the cost of 
the Ford proposals. A budget deficit of 
$30 billion is possible for fiscal 1975, to 
end this June, and an even larger 
deficit is possible in the following year. 


In other words, a tremendous im­ 
petus to inflation may be sown with the 
proposal. 
Emergency 
Natural Gas 
Situation Seen 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A Federal 
Power Commission judge says he will 
ask six states to declare natural gas 
emergencies. The proclamations 
would call on residents and businesses 
to use less gas for heating. 
Citing shortages “ of terrifying 
proportions,” FPC Administrative 
Law Judge William Jensen said 
Tuesday that natural gas saved in 
Virginia, Delaware, Alabama, Penn­ 
sylvania and North and South Carolina 
would be diverted to industries to help 
avert layoffs. 
The states are served by the 
Transcontinental Gas Pipeline Co., 
which announced last month it was 
curtailing 15 billion cubic feet of gas 
this winter because of the shortages. 
Jensen said he is also considering 
asking five other states served by the 
company, New Jersey, New York, 
Georgia, Mississippi and Maryland, to 
declare emergencies. 
During the emergency period, 
Jensen said, residents and businesses 
using natural gas for heating would be 
called upon to lower their thermostats 
to 68 degrees. 
Jensen said he felt that homeowners 
and small businesses in the affected 
states would be willing to have their 
homes a little cooler in exchange for 
increased employment.

1971, McElroy usually put in a 14-hour 
workday as executive assistant. 
This time, the 66-year-old McElroy 
hopes to take it a little easier. In a 
recent interview he said he would have 
two additional aides, an assistant in 
charge of paroles and prisons and a 
second legislative liaison to help with 
the work load. 
McElroy may find lightening his own 
work load is easier said than done. 
“ Governor Rhodes works long hours 
and he generally gets people around 
him to work long hours, too,” said 
McElroy. 
Whatever the work load, McElroy 
brings with him one of the more varied 
backgrounds among Rhodes’ ap­ 
pointees. 
Bom in Covington, Ky., McElroy 
was brought up in Pasadena, Calif. He 
attended Pasadena City College for 
two years and was graduated from 
Ohio State University law school in 
1932. 
After graduation, M cElroy was 
hired as an attorney for a Toledo law 
firm.

Coal Conversion 
Plan Pondered 


COLUM BUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
feasibility study to determine whether 
placing coal conversion facilities next 
to steel plants as a substitute for use of 
natural gas was granted by the Ohio 
Development Center this week. 
The center was formed by the 
legislature last summer to spend $1 
million to stimulate Ohio business and 
employment opportunities. 
“ The steel industry is Ohio’s largest 
user of natural gas for industry,’’ the 
center wrote in an analysis. 
“ Its conversion to coal-produced gas 
would save many thousands of jobs 
and free more natural gas for use by 
other industries as well as homes,” it 
said. 
Some $100,000 will go toward an 
engineering study of the technical and 
economic impact of the use of coal- 
con version synthetic gas in Ohio’s 
steel industry.

Bishop Burt had asked that the 
women not be permitted to officiate on 
grounds there is no provision in church 
law for women priests. 
A church lay official said if the 
committee found probable cause a 
presentment would be made to the 
bishop and the case probably would go 
to trial by church authorities.

She blamed economic problems, 
particularly oil, on Americans waiting 
for big companies to find it. ‘‘People — 
independents — used to go out and find 
their own oil.

Now 
those same people w-ho changed all 
that are having a helluva time running 
it themselves. 
“ The kids can’t spell cat. Who 
changed all this? The children were 
misled.” 
She said she watched President 
Ford’s State of the Nation address on 
television and felt he should have 
tossed the speech away and just 
talked. 
“ I was hoping he’d just throw the 
papers up and say, ‘Another thing — 
we’re 
going 
to 
clean 
up 
these 
buildings, clean up the streets and 
start progress.” 
She said she feels Ford has an honest 
face and would have been more ef­ 
fective “ if he’d just sit dow-n and 
talked.” 
Ms Bailey said she figures if God 
wants her in the White House or 
sweeping the sidewalk out front, “ I 
feel he’ll put me where he wants me.” 


Trike Law 
Change Urged 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
I legislative Service Commission has 
been deluged with requests to draft a 
bill permitting youngsters to ride their 
tricycles on sidewalks. 
David Johnston, director of the 
research and bill-drafting agency, said 
the state’s adoption of the Uniform 
Vehicle Code inadevertently outlawed 
tricycles from sidewalks. 
The error came, he said, when the 
lawmakers unintentionally include 
tricycles in the statutory definition of 
bicycles. The code was effective Jan. 
I. 
Anne A. Renick, LSC researcher, 
said Wednesday she is drafting a paper 
explaining the situation to legislators, 
many of whom have been deluged with 
protests from parents. 
Technically, the law now provides 
for a fine of up to $100 for a first of­ 
fense, and a maximum fine of up to 
$250 and up to 30 days in jail for a 
second offense with a year. 
‘‘Of course, ifs not being enforced,” 
Johnston said.

There are 92 freshmen among the 435 
House members, an increase over 
recent years. Seventy-five of the new 
people are Democrats; 17 are Republi­ 
cans. 
Only ‘ IO per cent of the new 
congressmen don’t have a college 
degree. Fourteen per cent of the in­ 
cumbents didn’t finish college. 
The incumbents have more law 
degrees — 53 per cent have the degree, 
while only 45 per cent of the freshmen 
have legal training. 
But when all advanced degrees are 
tallied, the freshmen hold a slight edge 
with 68 per cent having advanced 
degrees compared to the incumbents’ 
65 per cent. 
The incumbents had a much easier 
go of it in winning reelection than the 
freshmen. 
Incumbents 
were 
so 
popular they averaged about 60 per 
cent of the popular vote. Forty-seven 
of them didn’t even draw opposition. 
But the freshmen were nip and tuck in 
their election battles, averaging only 
54 per cent of the popular vote. 
The experienced congressmen have 
an average age of 52. The freshmen 
average about 39. One-third of the 
freshmen are under 35, although their 
ages range from 25 years old to 64. The 
youngest incumbent is 30, the oldest 82. 


Only IO per cent of the incumbents are 
over 65. 
The freshmen have twice as many 
women members as the incumbents, 
proportionately. There are six women 
in the new group of congressmen, or 7 
per cent women. There are 12 women 
among the incumbent congressmen, or 
3.5 per cent. 
The experienced congressmen are a 
bit more likely to be married — 92 per 
cent of the incumbents versus 81 per 
cent of the freshmen.

FREMONT, Ohio (AP)-The price 
of sugar is going down as fast as it 
increased because of consumer 
resistance and stockpiling, but if initial 
returns hold, 1974 was a good year for 
Ohio sugar beet farmers, an official of 
Northern Ohio Sugar Co., says. 
Robert Zilles, agricultural ad­ 
ministrator, said about 700 farmers in 
six northern Ohio counties delivered 
397,321 tons of sugar beets to the firm’s 
two plants in Fremont and Findlay. 
The 1973 yield was 95,000 tons less. 
Farmers have received only one of 
four payments anticipated for the 1974 
crop, but the initial amount was nearly 
double 1973’s first payment. This 
year’s first cash return to farmers was 
$30 a ton, compared to $16 a ton a year 
ago. 
Northern had farmers in Sandusky, 
Ottawa, Erie, Seneca, Wood and Lucas 
counties under contract last year for 
26,000 acres of sugar beets, about two 
thousand acres more than the previous 
year. 
Zilles said although the 1973 crop 
brought a total of $34.13 a ton, it is 
impossible to predict total payments 
for 1974 because of fluctuating sugar 
prices. Northern Ohio Sugar is a sub­ 
sidiary of the Great Western Sugar Co. 
of Denver, Colo. 
Another 300 farmers in Putnam, 
Henry, Defiance, Hancock, Allen and 
Van Wert counties grow sugar beets 
for 
Buckeye 
Sugars, 
Inc., 
headquartered in Ottawa. 
President John Stacey also believes 
1974 was a good year for yield and 
prices. 
Farmers brought in 146,401 tons of 
sugar beets in 1974, compared to 
100,495 tons in 1973. 
The first payment for 1974 by 
Buckeye was $25 a ton, higher than last 
year’s total payment of $23,81 per ton 
and compares with a first installment 
of $14.25 per ton, Stacey said. 
Buckeye Sugar had farmers under 
contract for 9,000 acres in 1974, two 
thousand acres more than in 1973.

Gilday expressed doubt about the 
credibility of several of the eye­ 
witnesses because they had earlier 
identified Frank Weichman, the first 
suspect arrested in the Mechem case. 
Weichman later was released by 
police, despite his identification in sev­ 
eral lineups. 
Kroger was linked to two cars in­ 
volved in the getaway and also to the 
hotel where the girl was found. A 
fingerprint, identified as Kroger’s was 
found on an envelope containing a 
ransom note for the young girl. 
When asked at the trial’s conclusion 
if he could add anything in his own 
defense, Kroger said, “ I don’t know 
what I can say now that will help. I did 
not kidnap the child."

Grid Hall Of Fame 


CANTON, Ohio (A P) — “ This is 
something you always hope for,” said 
former New York Giants great 
Roosevelt Brown, summing up his 
feelings about being one of four 
players selected for the Pro Football 
Hall of Fame in 1975. 
The statement was echoed by Dante 
Lavelli, a former Cleveland Browns 
star, who will also be enshrined into 
the Hall of Fame on Aug. 2 prior to the 
Football Hall of Fame game on that 
day. 
The two other inductees are George 
Connor of the Chicago Bears and 
I^enny Moore of the Baltimore Colts. 
“ I heard about it on Tuesday and I 
feel real great about it,” Brown said. 
“ You always hope you’ll make it.” 
Brown held the starting offensive 
right tackle spot for 13 seasons with the 
Giants after being picked up as a 27th 
round draft choice out of Morgan State 
in 1953. 
“ I guess I had a few good years,” 
added Brown, who is now on the Giants 
scouting staff. The Giants won six divi­ 
sional titles and the .NFL crown in 1956 
during Brown’s tenure. 
“ It’s the sort of thing you can’t 
believe till you wait a day or two and 
let it sink in,” said I^avelli, who played 
end for the Browns from 1946 to 1956. 
“ It’s something you always look for­ 
ward to. A lot of my friends have made 
it and I’m really happy.” 
I^avelli, who was brought to the pro 
ranks by Paul Brown after a brief 
career at Ohio State University, 
caught 386 passes for 6,488 yards and 


62 touchdowns. 
Lavelli said that there were many 
times since he retired 18 years ago 
when he hoped he would make the Hall 
of Fame. 


“ However, you just have to wait 
until someone else judges your 
talents,” Lavelli said. “ Longevity and 
achievement speak for themselves, 
but you can never judge yourself. 
When I played I think there were many 
good players in the league.” 
Connor’s career spanned 18 seasons 
with the Bears, where he played 
defensive tackle, offensive tackle and 
linebacker from 1948 to 1955. 
Connor entered the pro ranks as a 
highly touted college player after 
being named an AllAmerican in 1946 
and 1947 while playing for Notre 
Dame. 
“ I ’m thrilled beyond words,” said 
Connor. “ This is the ultim ate, 
something you dream about.” 


Moore was the Colts No. I draft 
choice out of Penn State in 1956 and 
won Rookie of the Year honors. 
Moore was a flanker-running back 
and his added ability to catch passes 
made him a perfect complement for 
quarterback Johnny Unitas. 
The Colts had Moore on their roster 
from 1956 to 1967, during which time he 
caught 363 passes for 6,039 yards and 
had a combined yardage total of 12,449 
with 113 touchdowns. 
This year the Hall of Fame game has 
the Cincinnati Bengals facing the 
Washington Redskins.

NEW YORK (A P) — Muhammad Ali 
evened two scores last year — beating 
Joe Frazier and regaining the 
heavyweight championship he had lost 
out of the ring. For his successes, he 
was named The Associated Press Male 
Athlete of 1974. 
Ali, who regained the title by 
knocking out George Foreman in 
Africa, received 162 votes in 
a 
nationwide poll of sports writers and 
sportscasters. Hank Aaron, who broke 
Babe Ruth’s carreer home run record 
by hitting No. 715 in April, finished 
second with 110 points and Lou Brock,, 
who set a major league base-stealing 
record of 118, was third with 67. 
Tennis star Chris Evert was named 
Female Athlete of the Year for 1974 
Wednesday. 
“ Do they pick the best athlete or the 
most famous,” asked Ali when in­ 
formed of winning the 44th annual poll. 
“ The best,” he was told. 
Ali smiled. 
The 32-year-old champion had a lot 
to smile about in 1974. 
“ It was my greatest year,” said Ali 
who opened it by beating Joe Frazier 
on a unanimous 12-round decision Jan. 
28 at Madison Square Garden to 
avenge a 15-round decision loss to 
Frazier, then champion, March 8,1971. 
But it was Oct. 30 in the early 
morning hours in the Equataorial 
African nation of Zaire that Ali 
reached another peak in a career 
marked by the dram atic and unex­ 
pected — his title-winning upset of 
Sonnv Liston in 1964; the conviction for 
refusing induction into the m ilitary 
and his being dripped of the title in 
1967; his dramatic return to the ring in 
1970 against Jerry Quarry; the first 
Frazier fight in 1971 and the U.S. 
Supreme Court reversal of the draft- 
evasion conviction that same year; 
and his broken-jaw loss to Ken Norton 
in 1973, which many boxing observers 
felt signaled the end of his career. 
On that morning in Zaire, as a 3-1 
underdog, Ali knocked out George 
Foreman in the eighth round and 
regained the championship, a decade 
after he first won it and seven years 
after he had it stripped from him. 
“ I told you I was the greatest of all 
time,” Ali chided reporters after the 


fight. “ Never again say I’m going to be 
defeated. 
“ All of you suckers bow. Now you 
have to recognize me as the scholar of 
boxing.” 
The year of 1974 was also a big one to 
Ali financially. He got about $3 million 
for fighting Frazier and $5 million for 
his effort against Foreman. 
In winning the 44th annual AP poll, 
Ali become only the third boxer to do 
so. The others were heavyweight Joe 
Louis, in 1935 when he won the title by 
knocking out Jim Braddock, and 
Ingemar Johannson, in 1959 when he 
gained the title by knocking out Floyd 
Patterson. 
In the race for the 1974 award, golfer 
Johnny Miller, who won eight tour­ 
naments and a record $353,000, 
finished fourth.

Television 


NEW YORK (AP) — “Iron­ 
side” has its last NBC per­ 
formance tonight after eight 
seasons on the air. But 
Raymond Burr already has 
left the wheelchair he oc­ 
cupied as the paraplegic 
Chief Robert Ironside to work 
on other projects, including a 
possible new series. 
He reports it feels “great, 
just great” to be out of the 
wheelchair. 
“I’m not a sitter, anyway,” 
says Burr, 57, who went 
directly from eight years as 
“Perry Mason” on TV into 
“Ironside,” which already is 
in reruns, syndicated in 130 
American cities by his count. 
The Canadian-born actor, 
who began his career at 19 in 
Toronto, lives on a three-acre 
spread in the Hollywood Hills 
when 
he’s 
working 
and 
relaxes on a copra plantation 
he owns on Naitauba in the 
Fiji Islands. 
Burr, in town on business, 
said in a phone interview the 
new series he may do would 
be about “a particular kind of 
doctor.” He declined to give 
details until he sees the script 
of a two-hour TV movie which 
could prove the pilot show for 
the series. 
“I may not do the show if 
the script doesn’t work out," 
said Burr, who has made 
enough loot from “Ironside” 
and “Perry Mason” to loaf 
for life if he so chooses. 
Why, 
then, 
consider 
plunging back into the grind 
of a series? 
“It’s not a question of 
plunging back," the veteran 
actor said. “It’s a question of 
making my plans for the next 
five or six years. I don’t want 
to leave television, but I do 
want to limit my work in it. 
“And now I’m in a position 
to ask both a network and the 
production company working 
with my company to limit the 
number of shows each year so 
that I’m only working six 
months 
of the 
year on 
television.” 
Burr, who said he’s been 
toiling IO months each year 
on TV in the past, said he’d 
use the remaining six months 
of his new work schedule for 
movie projects, business 
matters or simple relaxation.
